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THE JAPANESE 
ANARCHISTS, 


‘Tax announcement that sentence 
of death has been passed upon 
twenty-four of the Japanese im- 
plicated in a plot against the! 
Emperor will cause no surprise. 
Indeed our Tokio correspondent 
was able to inform us the day be- 
foro the sentence was officially 
passed what form it would take, a 
fact that throws into bold relief the 
difference between judicial methods 
in Japan and those of other coun- 
tries. The crime for which the 
most severe penalty employed by 
civilized nations has been imposed 
ia still shrouded, to some extent, in 
mystery. The first announcement 
that a number of prisoners, known 
to be Socialists, were in custody on 
acharge of the gravest character 
was made in the “ Hochi Shimlun” 
in September, but the arrests 
appear to have been made 
months before. The authorities 
not only preserved the greatest 
reticence in connexion with the 
matter, but commanded the news- 
papers in Japan, foreign and ver- 
nacalar, to refrain from comment 
Cortain facts were, however, allowed 
to leak out and it became generall 
known, or at least believed, 
in October that the charge 
against Denjiro Kotokn, a Socialist 
journalist, and his associates, one of 
whom was a woman, was the con- 
coction of a plot to assassinate the 
Emperor near the military park at 
‘Aoyama, A preliminary investiga- 
tion was held, with closed doors, 
which concluded on November 4 
and the prisoners were remitted to 
trial by a special tribunal in Tokio. 
They wore at this trial defended by 
eminent counsel, but the Court was 
not open to the public and no 
detailed report of the proceedings 
has been allowed to appear. Even 
the charge is a matter of as- 
sumption, as the official an- 
nouncement was that the accused 
were alleged to have committed a 
breach of Article 73 of the Criminal 
Code, which relates to arn 
against the Imperial Family. No 
specific charge haa beau made 
public, and evidence for the 
prosecution and the nature of the 
defence have not been divulged. 

‘Tho secrecy that has been main- 
tained has been responsible for a 























considerable amount of misunder- 
standing. Great stress was laid 
upon the fact that the accused men 
were Socialists and the impression 
largely prevailed abroad that the 
prisoners were threatened with a 
terrible punishment for holding poli- 
tical beliefs that might be foolish 
and mistaken, but which were not 
abhorrent to the laws which hold 
society together. Support was 
giventothistheory bythe very active 
campaign against Socialism recently 
carried on in Japan and the prohi- 
bition of the circulation of publica- 
tions that even obliquely seemed to 
justify its principles. Denjiro Ko- 
toku, moreover, bad been at one: 
time resident in San Francisco and 
his reputation there seems to have! 
been that of a Socialist of the 
evolutionary rather than the revola- 
tionary type. Meetings of Socialist 
bodies were held in the United 
States and Europe protesting 
against what was held to be a poli- 
tical persecution. The Japanese 
Government took the somewhat 
unusual step of issuing an official 
communiqué, in which it was de- 
clared that the prisoners were not 
being tried as Socialists se, and 
that the trial for the offence with 
which they were actuall ; 
by tho laws of Japan be 
held in secret. Presumably as a 
concession to public opinion, 
number of members of the Tx 
Bar were permitted to attend the 
trial. In spite of this, impartial 
observers, accustomed to regard the 














liberty of the subject as a sacred 

ion and the privilege of 
public trial as a right, have con- 
tinued to make protestations and a 
recent letter from the Editor of the 
“Japan Chronicle” published in 
“The Times” has drawn increased 
‘attention to the trial. He declared 
that tho prisoners had heen unfairly 
treated, inasmuch as the prosecation 
had issued statements affirming 
their guilt long before the trial 
took place, and that to this day the 
people of Japan do not know 
whether the evidence of their guilt 
was untainted and conclusive. This 
view has been vigorously combatted 
by the Japanese semi-official press, 
which claims that the circumstances 
justified the Government in the 
action taken,

to right real or fancied wrongs. 
Tastincts, at once the highest and 
lowest, compel men whose minds 
‘are properly balanced to unite in 
waging war on those who would 
destroy those safeguards of societ} 

which enable each and all to worl 

out their destiny in secu: The 
people of Japan, law-abiding and 
animated with a sense of loyalty to 
the Throne which can be but dimly 
understood by those who have no 
personal knowledge of the race, 
would have been impressed by a 
great state trial hedged with the 
dignity and solemnity that would 
assuredly have encompassed it. 
Such a trial, conducted in the 
fallest light of publicity, would 
have gone far to silence those critics 
who claim that extra-territorial 
rights were too soon relinquished 
in Japan and that the Powers were 
taking a perilous step when they 
confided the liberty and property of 
their nationals in Japan to Japaneso 
law and its administrators. We do 
not for a moment suggest that the 
‘isoners now under senteace have 
unjustly tried. Of that, 
necessarily, there is no evidence. 
But, as we pointed out two days 
ago in regard to Korea, it is an in- 
stinct to suspect that which is con- 
cealed, unless the reasons for such 
concealment are clearly sufficient. 
In this ease, even allowing for the 
difference in the Oriental and 
Occidental point of view, it would 
seem that the balance of advantage 
would have been found in the 
fullest publicity, which would have 
prevented any  misplacement of 
foreign sympathy and have obviated 
the creation in Japan of a dan- 
gerous tendency to regard the con- 
demned men as political martyrs.

corollary. Last week the views of 
the German Press appeared to 
receive somewhat startling con- 
firmation at the bands of the well- 
known correspondent of the “Daily, 
Telegraph” in St. Petersburg, who 
declared that Europe was now 
confronted with a new phase in 
the political world brought about 





from the Triple Entente. This 
interpretation of the Potsdam meet- 
ing has since been challenged by 
M. Pichon, the French Minister 
for Foreign Affaire, and from a 
telegram that we publish to-day it 
would appear that the German 
publicists have been advised not to 
strain too severely the good effects 
of the exchange of views between 
the Tsar the Emperor William. 
The Press, we are told, praises M. 
Pichon’s calm and reasonable 
speech, and contents itself with the 
reflexion that the Russo-German 
‘agreement marks the end of the 
intrigues to isolate Germany. 

In so far as there could never 
have been any intrigues to “ isolate” 
Germany, in view of the solidarity 
of the Triple Alliance, there is no 
need to dispute the accuracy of 
this statement. It holds out a more 
welcome prospect than the dis- 

nieting interpretation evolved by 
the « Daily Telegraph's” cor- 
respondent. If the latter’s view 
were true, it would have been 
difficult to exonerate Russian 
diplomacy from a grave piece of 
double-dealing. Six weeks after 
the Potsdam meeting, M. Iswolski, 
the new Russian Ambassador to 
Paris, presented his credentials to 
President Fallitres. M. Iswolski 
is one of the world’s peace 
organizers.

On October 14 last the 
British Government addressed a 
note to Persia requiring the Teheran 
Government to carry out, within 
three months, certain measures for 
the security of the roads in the 
British sphere of influence, and 
adding that in the event of Persia 
failing to take the necessary 
steps Great Britain would feel com- 
pelled to police the roads in ques- 
tion. These representations were 
brought about by the delay of the 
Persian Government to submit its 
proposals for coping with disorder 
and to enumerate the steps already 


taken. As a result of the Note a 
statement was forthcoming on the 
subject at the end of December 


and stress was laid on the fact that 
the roads had been free from rob- 
bery since December 5. Last 
Saturday the period fixed in the 
British Note expired, and there is 
reason to suppose that the answer 
of the Persian Government will be 
deemed so far satisfactory that the 
period of three months’ will be 
extended. The inclinations of the 
British Government, it is under- 
stood, are all in favour of continued 
abstention from interference in 
Persia’s domestic affairs. Action 
on Great Britain’s part in the south 
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of the country would inevitably bo 
followed by similar action by Russia 
in the north, and in view of this 
possibility the German Emperor 
had good cause to bespeak adequate 
consideration for Germany’s com- 
mercial interests in the Russian 
sphere of influence in Persia, 
Again an understanding between 
Russia and Germany on any one 
or more points renders tho easier 
understandings between Germany 
and the countries with whom Russia 
herself is closely associated. In 
this respect the Potsdam meeting 
may yet happily prove more signi- 
ficant than it actually is in regard 
to the pessimistic views that so far 
have been current about it.

where. Enthusiasts sot the ox- 
ample ; the Throne is memorialized, 
after the natural yacillation 
discovers a compromise, by allowing 
the two services and the police to 
dispense with the queue. Tho 
country, however, is deolar 
far from satisfied, and the agitation 
continues. Popular demons\ 
are planned, and everything is dono 
to give the movement a national 
character. But so far there are 
only a thousand queues the less in 
Hongkong, and half that num- 
ber the less in Shanghai. Isolated 
groups of students have removed 
their queues; others have been 
deterred from their purpose by the 
counsels of the teaching staif, as 
the people at large may in a fow 
cases have been kept back by threats 
from above. The fact remains that 
the proposal for the abol 
the queue has not yet established a 
hold on the popular imagi 
A country of four hundred millions 
existing ‘under the conditions that 
obtain in China cannot fail to be 
conservative, for there is one aspect 
of conservatism thatspellsonly igno- 
rance. So far, indeed, no very potent 
argument for the abolition of the 
queue bas been addvced—potent, 
that is to say, in the eyes of the 
Chinese masses. To the latter there 
does not appear much force in the 
contention that the wearers of the 
queue are conscious of being at a 
disadvantage in the presence of 
foreigners ; still less are they likely 
to be moved by the theory that the 
queue is injurious to health. The 
two arguments that are likely to 
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appeal most to the proletariate are 
that the abolition of the queue bas 
been ordered by the Throne or 
has become general. For the mo- 
ment these incentives to action are 
lacking. Consequently — though 
thousands may have watched the 
proceedings at Chang Su-ho’s Gar- 
den on Sunday, when quene-cutting 
took place in public, or may have 
stared, afterwards at those who had 
submitted to the process, the num- 
ber of queues actually removed was 
comparatively small. 

Locally the movement would 
seem to have had its genesis with a 
certain Vegetarian Society, to which 
reference is make from time to time 
in the Chinese press. Its backing, 
therefore, would hardly be expected 
to be all-powerful. But the 
organization is fortunave in having 
the support of H. E. Wu Ting-fang, 
and it was under his aegis pre- 
sumably, that the Vegetarians 
decided to advocate the abolition of 
the queue. The question is one 
that ‘ns long since occupied the 
attention of the former Minister to 
Washington. On his return to 
China more than a year ago he 
embodied his observations abroad 
on the subject in a memorial and 
urged upon the Throne the de- 
sirability of abolishing the queue 
by decree. Like many other re- 
formers Wu Ting-fang was ahead 
of his time, and it is to be inferred 
that he did not enhance his position 
in the eyes of the Throne by this: 
advocacy of a reform that could 
not fail to evoke opposition among 
the Manchus. The ex-dirlomal 
however, has had the courage of 
his convictions. He has started 
the queue-cutting movement locally, 
and his own queue has been re- 
moved, although he preferred to 
have the operation performed 
quietly at home rather than at the 
public demonstration. A move- 
ment of this nature, once started in 
the present temperament of China, 
is almost certain to progress; not 
so rapidly as its more enthusiastic 
adberents would wish, but de- 
liberately as might be expected in 
view of the stolid mass*of inertia 
‘that has to be overcome. The: 
abolition of the queue issymptomatic 
rather than epoch-making, unless 
sp cial stress comes to be Ieid upon 
the political aspect, to which 
reference bas been made in our 
colamns on former occasions. In 
the south of China it is this political 
significance that has received special 
emphasis; but thi ect, we 
believe, is whully lacking in the 
movement led by H. E. Wu Ting- 
fang. In his memorial he was 
careful to dissociate himself from 
this thought and contended that the.

perpetuation. At one time mis- 
sionaries penetrating into the in- 
terior deemed it necessary or 
adyissble to conform to the Chinese 
made of dress.

The period in question is short, as 
the annexation was not consum- 
mated until the end of August last 
and the basic regulations of the 
Government - General, which re- 
placed the Residency-General, were 
not promulgated until October. In 
these circumstances Viscount Terau- 
chi’s speech of necessity dealt more 
with the possibilities of the future 














than with the achievements of the 
past. In fact, bis remarks in 
regard to the few months during 
which Korea has enjoyed the status 
of @ colonial of Japan, 
may be summ the state- 
ment that the work had just begun. 
A tour of inspection of part of the 
Peninsula had convinced him that 
matters in connexion with local 
administration were proceeding 
satisfactorily. A tribute was paid 
by the Governor-General to the 
excellence of the work performed 
in Korea during his absence in 
Japan by the Administrative 
Superintendent and departmental 
heads, by whose efforts “the policy 
T have mapped ont for this Penin- 
sula has been steadily carried out, 
and no hitch whatever has appeared 
to block the smooth ai 
progress of political affairs.” Apart 
from these generalities Viscount 
Terauchi did not throw any real 
light upon the actual position that 
now exists in Korea and it is almost 
impossible to ascertain from this 
speech whether the Koreans have 
with resignation submitted them- 
selves to the new order, or whether 
they are offering at least passive 
resistance to those who have under- 
taken the self-appointed and difficult 
task of converting into Japanese 
subjects a people who from inherent 
conservatism distrust innovation 
and who are traditionally inimical 
to the Japanese. 

In view of the fact that the 
annexation was accompanied by the 
practical suppression of freedom of 
speech—a step that no doubt was 

en considered esvential—it might 

been supposed that, Viscount 
Terauchi ‘would have made some 
pronouncement in connexion with 
the veto on the Press, which led to 
the silencing of every journal in 
Korea except the official organs. 
Evidently it was believed that the 
surrender of Korean sovereignty 
was likely to result in patriotic 
demonstrations, and it was wisely 
determined to prevent the evil that 
might be caused by inflammatory 
publications. Annexation having 
‘once been decided upon, no possible 
exception could be taken to steps 
that seemed necessary for the 
preservation of order and the 
prevention of incitement to futile 
resistance. But if, and no evidence 
to the contrary has appeared, the 
Koreans have accepted the inevit- 
able with meekness, no reason can 
now exist for proventing fall 
publicity being given to happenings 
in the Peninsula. It is an instinct 
to suspect that that which is kept 
with elaborate precaution in the 
shadow will not bear the light. For 
#0 long as military necessity seemed 
to render it desirable that the Press 
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in Korea should be gagged no 
reasonable objection could be raised, 
but with the passing of that neces- 
sity the maintenance of the policy 
of suppressing the only means of 
articulation possessed by the 
Koreans and their foreign well- 
wishers resident in the country can 
only give rise to suspicions, which 
are the more harmful, because they 
have collateral support in the 
suzerain Pow it 
the actual trath being made mani- 
fest. By tacit acquiescence in the 
annexation the other Powers have 
signified their belief in Japan’s 
ability to undertake the untramelled 
administration of Korea and in her 
possession of the good-will and 
sense of justice that would render 
the lot of the people endurable. 
Justification for such acquiescence 
cannot be based purely upon official 
‘utterances, and it would be at once 
a gracious and a disoreet step on 
the part of the Governor-General 
to relax the Press Regulations to 
the fullest extent that the public 
interest will permit. 

Viscount Terauchi’s exhortations 
to his subordinates in regard to the 
future left little to be desired, so 
far as they went. Their work, he 
said in effect, lay entirely in front 
of them ; all that bad been done 
hitherto was to unify the dual 
systems of government and to 
inaugurate the new régime. Theirs 
was the task of letting all the Korean 

ple share in the “Imperial 
Fenevolence,” improving their 
material condition and affording 
them a full sense of security. To 
achieve success, absolute co-opera- 
tion among the officials was! 
essential. If the Governor-General 
is able to inspire his subordinates 
with the high purpose with which 
he is credited, the task should be 
susceptible of successful accomplish- 
ment. But this can only be done, 
if the most pai taking care is 
adopted to employ ‘orea_ only 
those officials who are by natare 
and attainments fitted to inspire 
confidence among the Koreans. A 
writer, a Japanese, in the Zaiyo, 
a Tokio journal, says: “We do 
not think that the annexation was 
a diplomatic triumph ; it is only 
the true confession of our sad 
failure in Korea There is 
nothing dearer than failure ; I am 
afraid we are going to pay an 
extraordinarily high price for the 
failure of the Japanese protectorate 
in Korea.” This is probably an 
unduly pessimistic view of the 
position ; but could that spirit 
animate each and all of the Japanese 
officials in Korea they would find 
that, as the price to be paid depended 
upon themselves, it need not be 
beyond their purchasing power. 

















Other nations have, with greater or 
less success, grappled graver 
problems; the Koreans are at all 
events a homogeneous people and 
there are but slight difficulties of 
colour, creed and language to be 
overcome. They are, moreover, a 
kindly and easily led people, and 
there are reasons for supposing 
that, if once their confidence is 
won, the task of directing them 
along new paths will not be difficult. 
The one fatal mistake would be to 
drive them forward. If, and his 
mublic utterances warrant the 
pe that this may be the case, 
Viscount Terauchi as Governor- 
General of Korea is able to disre- 
gard the predilections of Viscount

PLAGUE 
IN MANCHURIA. 


January 19, 


There is no longer any room for 
doubt that plague has assumed ser- 
ious proportions in Manchuria, and 
in view of the position of these three 
Eastorn Provinces on the high road 
between Europe and the Far East, 
the epidemic constitutes a grave 
menace to the rest of China. It is 
supposed to have originated among 
Chinese employed in hunting an 
animal known in the native dialect 
“Han Ta,” resembling, but 
r than, a marmot. The skins 
were being collected by a trader for 
export to America, and in spite of 
the fact that this animal is held to 
bear the same relationship to the 
form of plague endemic in Mongo- 
Tia that the rat bears to bubonic 
plague, the Chinese not only col- 
lected the ski but used the 
animals for food well. They 
proved by their habits and absence 
of physique excellent subjects for 
plague, while the conditions under 
which they lived supplied the means 
for propagating the disease. The 
epidemic is understood to hi 
made its appearance first in not 
western Manchuria, south of Khai- 
lar on the Chinese Eastern Railway. 
Steps were taken to cope with it by 
the Russian authorities as soon as it 
reached the towns on the line, but 
failure to regard it as seriously as 
the conditions warranted and the 
indifference of the Chinese in that 
region to all considerations of 




















hygiene and to ordinary precantions 
against the disease allowed the 


plague to spread. It has now taken 
such a hold upon the country, that 
even the Chinese official has been 
stirred to action, while the people 
fat large in their helplessness and 
ignorance cither submit passively 
to its ravages or blindly seek to 
escape from the sphere of infection. 
The danger to other parts of China 
lies in the possibility of free acces 
being sfforded to inhabitants of the 
infected area. For this reasons 
the vigorous measures row being 
adopted in the north to draw a 
cordon round central and northern 
Manchuria must meet with general 
approval, and it will be hoped that 
they will achiove the desired end. 

1° best way to combat plague 








is to provide against it before it 
comes. After its appearance there 
can be no half-measures. Whether 
the Chinese will appreciate now the 
truth of these axioms is not altoge- 
ther certain. In Peking the offi- 
cials have been thoroughly alarmed, 
but mach distance hasto be traversed 
before their fears can be expressed 
inaction in the plague centres. At 
time such as the present it is fortu- 
nate for China that she is able to 
count upon the strenuons co-opera- 
tion of Russian and Japanose anthor- 
ities in Manchuria, Sho is assured 











too, as at all times, of the ready as- 
tance of foreign volunteors, who 
will spontaneously place their servi- 
ces at the disposal of the Chinese 
Government to combat the dread 
scourge. One of these volunteers 
bas already sacrificed his life in the 
cause of humanity, but others will 
come forward to take his place. All 
that is likely to be asked of the 
Chinese Governmentis that itshould 
give these experts hand, cau- 
tioning local officials to abstain from 
all obstruction and to assist them 
by the whole-hearted execution of 
their recommendations. There is 
or will be in Manchuria among Rus- 
Japanese and other foreigners 

0 knowledge required to cope 
successfully with the epidemic. All 
that is necessary is that the offers 
of help should be accepted unreser- 
vedly and at once, and that every- 
thing should be done by the Chinese 
official to save the people from the 
evil consequences of their own igno- 
rance and preju Where action 
rests with the Russians or Japanese 
the measures adopted are likely to 
be thorough. According to one 
correspondent, all Chinese living in 
the Pristan quarter of Harbin were 
laced under arrest and escorted to 
the observation barracks in old 
Harbin, there to be kept under 
inspection for five days. ‘The pro- 
cedure is drastic, but there can be 
no doubt that itis in the interests 
‘of the Chinese themselves as well as 
of the whole community of Harbin, 
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Here in Shanghai we have to 
fread moro warily, for neither 
education nor general enlighten- 
thent has weaned the masses from 
a dogged insistence upon their 
traditional privilege to die exactly 
as they choose and to convey in- 
fection without let or hindrance.

My position is something betwixt and 
between, Education has done a great 
deal for the Chinese already, and in 
fatare I bave no doubt it will do still 
more, bat Iam not quite certain that 
oar interests in China have been 
improved thereby. (Applanse). Still, 
Gentlemen, we must not forget that it 
is oar mission to posh education and 
civilization in all parts of the world, and 
to disregard our own interests with’ the 
‘utmost unselfishness. (Laughter,) In the 
old days in Chios, the very old days, the 
days when first I came here, thiogs 
went mach more easily in onr inter- 
course with the Chinese officials. I have 
heard old China bands remark that 
the Consals and the Customs epoilt the: 

I have never 
quite endorsed these remarks, thongh I

‘as regarded the interests of the 
old China bands, In the old 
days, some thirty years ago, or 





porsibly more, it may be forty or nearer 
fifty, whea sbips went to an ontport, 

non-treaty port, @ port to which tbi 
had no right to go, and where Consuls 
were ucknown, and the Costoms bad 
never even been dreamt of, the +kipper 
‘used to call upon the local official with 
abox of cigars under one arm, snd « 
bottle of champagne under the other. 
The compradore followed with a bag of 
dollars. (Langbter.) The business an» 
rule was arranged most satisfactorily 
(Renewed laughter.) Of course euch a 
state of things was deeply deplor 
and it is a comfort to us to think they 
could not possibly happea in the present 
day, (Langhter.) Another change that 
I ‘have noticed of late is that the 
Chinese official is more solema than 
he used to be in my young days. I 
‘can recall some thirty years ago, that in 
‘my interviews with these gentlemen, 
there was more chaff interchanged than 
business done. Bat still the basiness 
‘was got throngh somehow, and as a rale 
far more satisfactorily thao at the pre- 
sent day. I recall on one ocession, on 
which I went to see a high official in 
the Soath, to discuss sundry outstanding 
claims and cases, and all sorts of matters, 
I told him the parable of the unjast 
judge snd the widow woman, an old 
‘story, which, I daresay, some of you 
bave heard before. I asked him if he 
understood it, and be replied that be 
did. I ssid, © Very well, you are 
the jodge., I'am the widow, and I am 
‘coming to see you to-morrow.” He said 
that be would rather I did not come, 
that iy visite were somewhat expensive, 
and that bis stock of champags 
was ronoing ehort. We fisisbed op 
all the cases (aot the cases of champagne) 
and the outstanding claims, Bat, 
Geotlemen, I will not weary you with 
more of my youthfal reminiscences. 
(Cries of “No No” and “Go on.”) My 
forty odd years oat here have passed 
all too quickly.

‘The Shsogbai pleo also bas its dis- 
advantages. It keeps a man unhappy 
daring the banquet, in fear that he 
may be called upon, and sends him 
home unbappy, if he is not called opan. 
‘The tributes which have been paid 
to Sir Pelham Warren accentuate bis 
quietade and modesty, qualities which 
Ido not myself possess, and which as 
an American office boider I could 
not practise and maintain the aspirations 
of my pative land. (Loud laughter.) 
An American put up to-night along- 
side Sir Pelham Warren, one who bat 
some local reputation for garralousness 
(laughter), feels ae 0 might who 
finds himself pat on a platform near 
recripient of one of Andrew Carnegi 
hero medals, for perhaps saviog some 
fair Indy from the sea, with the andience 
feeling that if the job had been put up 
to anyone but the bero, the Iedy would 
probably have gone down. This is not 
the first time I have been the victim of 
these alleged virtues of Sir Pelham. 
had been in Shanghai a few months 
when » missionary Indy called npon me 
‘and asked me to lay the corner stone or 
to commit some other spasm of oratory 
(laughter). I had been making speeches 
to a p'int where the locel Press was 
evidently getting restless, and one of 
them soggestively remarked that they 
longed for the good old days, of what 
they called the fall dress debate, as I 
understand tbat in England they speak 
only once year. I suggested that 
she should go and get the British*Con— 
sul-General to lay the corner at 8he 
ssid, “Ob, Sir Pelham Warren is too 
busy, be is not one of those talking 
Consuls.” (Lond laughter.) And 
yet the British are charged with « cortata 
grace in social converse. (Laughtor > 
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Sir Pelbam, I think I can say that this 
remarkable demonstration of these men 
of Shanghai is not wholly due to the fact 
that you represent Great Britain, or that 
you have merely served forty-four years. 
‘These are claims to public consideration. 
Tt is no small thing to embody the 
British Throne, to walk these streets 
and to typify to men your great coun- 
try. Sometimes mea who decorate a| 
private station think it seems unjust 
that these scclamations should be paid, 
amounting almost to idol-worship, to 
Princes and to statesmen, and to men 
in publio affairs. But then it is for- 
gotten that the citizen deals with mat- 
tere that may only be temporary, while 
the public officer deals with issues that 
may touch the cherished interests of 
millions and that may lay fouodations 
permanent for weal or for woe. (Hear, 
hear.) It is not unusual for men to 
serve forty-four years ia s calling, in a 
profession or in business, in these days of 
constancy and faithfulness so common 
to our homan natare, These years 
have been ardaous beyond the common, 
and include a dozen years in Formoss, 
when it was a savage land, And he 
has had relations with s score of ns- 
tions. Bat the sigoificant thing we are 
celebrating to-night is that they all have 
good words, my collesgue, for you. 
(Lond spplaee) ‘And yet, after ail, it 
is not achievement, it is not activity that 














‘earns the best response from men. These 
things command the admiration of men, 
bat if you are going to have men not 
only to admire, bat to love you, you 
must have simple ways and a kindly

The city itself, with a probable 
population of 70,000, is situated in » 
very fertile valley and is the cheapest 
place to live in in the whole Province, 
and the climate is considered generally 
to be on apar with England; but in 
these things the Chinese take little 
interest save where they affect them 
personally in their own district, So we 
will look wider afield and ask in other 
prefectares what Tsinchow is noted for,

Our to these factories was al 
bat interesting. The manner of 
working is still very crade in many of 
its branches, Large, increasing de 
mands from outside would bring the 
need of better utensils, and so the same 
firms that traded in the woodwork 
could introduce, by way of barter, im- 
proved utensils and machinery for the 
‘speedier ontpnt of the work. Apart 
from the walout woodwork, there 
‘seems to be little export. 

Mosques. 

Roaming around the cily with » 
very efficient guide we strolled into 

‘Mobammedan morque, the oldest in 
the district. The ‘ah-hong” ver 
kindly answe-ed all questions in 
power and was ready to give oth 
information, What was intensely io- 
teresting was his description of the 
plan of the mosque, the ground plan 
representing the Chinese character for 
Lord, +. Here I saw the first FY, 
palace door. I had heard of it before, 
but in Siningfa the old mosques 
were all destroyed and the new ones 
lacked this feature, and even here 
at Teinchow where the gateway was 
still standing, it bad been rendered 
useless, for since the mosque was 
built, the Chinese have built s 



























causing the Mobammedans to make an 
entrance from the side. No cne bat 
the Emperor or bis ambassador is per- 
mitted to pass through this gate, avd 
as it isa most improbable th: 
either would ever do so, the loss of its 
‘use is not important, save that it takes 
away the dignity of the place, 

Passing through 3% Fj —the path that 
leads direct to the steps, which are in 
front of the main entrance to the 
mosque—there sre also steps at 
each end of the verandah in front 
of the mosque for the use of 
the worshippers, bat lest some igno- 
rant person might enter the pre- 
cincts of the mosque and unwitting! 
ascend theee palace steps, the; 
all filled in with gravel, making a steep 
gradient from top to bottom. I sought 
to ascertain whether the women were 
permitted to attend the regalar weekly 
worship and the answer was in the 
affirmative, but their place of hearing 
was outside the morque on the 
verandahs, to the right and left 
of the chancel with doors closed, 
80 that they conld not be seen. So 
the Moslem relegates bis wife to » 
lower position than the Chinese, for in 
the north of Kaneoh, it is a very 
‘common thing for thi ad bis wife 
to go together to worship in the temple. 
There are supposed to be 1,000 Moslem 
families living in the suburbs of Tsin- 
chow and 1,000 more families in the 
district around. 

The Cains Inland Mission and 
Roman Catholics are both occupying 
this vast field, The country work of 
the former bas of late been very 
encouraging.

ON THE ROAD. 
From Tsinchow we proceeded east- 
ward, forty li, when wo passed by the 
small town of Mapaotsuen, where, I am 
told, the last Emperor of the Ming 
dynasty spent his last days in disgui 
as a Taoist pricst, and the great Imperial 
‘seal is supposed still to be in the bands 
of the priest fraternity. Eight Wi be- 
yond this village we crossed a bridge 
over the River Wei. The bridge which 
mupported by wooden tressels is re- 
bailt every year after the river subsides 
and is taken down agaio before the 
rains fall in the spring.

WEIHAIWEL. 


“Lion and Dragon in Northern 
China”, by R. F. Jobnston, «. 4 
(Oxon. District Officer and 
‘Magistrate, Weibaiwei. London, John 
Marray. 16/-net. 

To those whose ideas of Wei 
are limited by the vision of some 
of sandy beach, washed by the waters of 
‘8 deep blue bay and backed by an 
uninviting barrier of rocky peaks and 
ridges, the perusal of Mr. Joboston’s 
latest work will come as a revelation 
regarding the people of that dependen- 
cy, their history, their pursuits, their 
habits, and their ideas, The style is 
that of a master of his craft and makes 
easy and pleasant reading of what might | 
otherwise be dry snd pedantic. Occa- 
nal flashes of hamour, too, add « 
inct charm of their owo, more 
especially as they are plaioly spoo- 
taneous,tifimotjanconscious, The volame 
is admirably illastrated with photo- 
grapts, while a map, though somewhat 
lacking in detail, is of great assistance. 
‘Mr. Jobnston bas crowded into bis work 
‘an abundance of information of great 
valae to the student of sociology. but 
the Christian missionary will find bat 
encouragement from its 
together with possibly a good deal 
that may irritate him, Our suthor 
views proach of reform in China 
with considerable misgiving, as “the 
threatened triamph of mere theory over 
the results of accumulated experience", 
but it would be unfair to make any 
extracts from his argaments on these 
lines.

intimate and friendly. 


‘As regards these

former are not perhaps living in a fool's 
ise. We are told that a hint from 
authority might easily change 
the aspect of affsirs at any time; that 
the people acquiesce in our rule from a 
vague belief that we are there at the 
request and with the goodwill of the 
Chinese Government and are in « 
way catrying out their Emperor 
wishes. In the event of diplomatic 
troubles between the two countries we 
re warned that a bint of the sort re- 
ferred to would bring abouta startling 
cbange in the direction of anti-foreign 
feeling. Nor does this constitute the 
only danger. Famine, i 
a band of maranders, miyzht easily bring 
about a state of affairs which the de- 
fenceless condition of the Territory 
must make us view with gra ty. 
The fact, that the inhabitants be- 
lieve that the advent of the British has 
had the effect of bringing good harvests 
and general prosperity, and even of 
of staying the epidemics which formerly 
decimated the villages, seems to us only 
to make for trouble should a change 
‘come about in these fortunate pheno- 
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vexed questions of the strategic 
importance of the place and its com- 
mercial value our author fesokly and 
wisely avoide, preferring to remain on 
what is to bim clearly much firmer 
ground.

conduct which are, or were till recently, 
recogoized as typically Chinese.”

Here, too, we find many 
local legends which amply repay stady. 
‘The genesis of mountain worehip among 
those in long gone days who, lacking = 
troer and more human faith, fell under 
the spell of wild Nature, because they 
found amid the great mountains a pure 
happiness unkown in lower parts, is 
Iaid before us in s way thet cannot bat 
in our sympathy. Buddhism woald 
seem to be decadent in Weibsiwei as 
in North China generally, and appears 
to owe any popularity it may possess to 
the introduction into its temples of 
‘Taoist images, without which they 
would be deserted. ‘The progress—or 
wnt of it—of Christianity will con- 
ivably cause a shudder in those whose 
ideas would fain have it otherwise, We 
are told that in 1910 there were re- 
ported to be about fifty baptized Roman 
Catholics, besides some ontechamens 
preparing for baptism, and eighty-thres 
Christians belonging to other denomina- 
tions, or about one-tenth of one per 
cent of the population. 

There is nothing narrow-minded nor 
bigoted from « Western point of view 
about the ideas in this book. For 
every, to our ideas, foolish Chinese 
custom or seemingly puerile ides, oar 
author produces one or more equally, 
or even more foolish or pnerile, from 
‘Western lands. And in these en- 
lightened days we cannot osvil at these 
comparisons.

Jobnston bas bat small hopes, and wo 
might even read between the lines of 
his closing chapter a prophecy of the 
early rendition of the port of China, 
which he assures us can be carried out 
without any damage to British prestige. 
Alter all, prestige is a matter of 
opinion or sentiment rather than of fact, 
and on this point we feel compelled to 
differ. 

‘We have endeavoured to show what 
this book contains, and it seems, in 
addition, desirable to mention a few of 
‘the matters it does not contain, but 
which have a great local interest in 
Weibsiwai. Of the inbabitanta we 
miss the most anti-foreign of them all, 
the mole, with his vicious spirit as 
undaanted and as uolovely at the close 
of a long herd day as at its opening : 
wwe miss the cattle, so liks the shaggy 
beasts of our own Highlands: we miss 
moch we should like to read of concera- 
ing the simple industries of 
pastoral people of Eastern Shantap; 
‘but most of all we mies any but the 
merest passing reference to the great 
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native shipping of the Port. Surely 
its sise and local importance merit 
more generous treatment? Surely we 
might bavo been told of the “ Yen-fei,” 
the“ Kua-low,” the "00-1 
ch'uan,,” the Kao-t'ou-tzu, and 
the other craft that daily’ ploagh 
ita waters, and of the hardy and 
uncomplaining race of mariners who 
guide them by instinct, sided by tho 
most primitive of navigation lore, across 
the neighbouring seas? Of the crops, 
too, we find bat little information, and 
of ‘the climate nothing beyond ‘that, 
though it isa “white man’s climate” 

it is not as good as it is thought to be. 
Again, too, the adaptability or otherwise 
ff the local people for domestic service 
would interest many readers ont here.

THE SOURCES OF THE 
YENESEI. 

Mr. Douglas Oarrathers has at 
ral Geographical Society farther 
dale of is expedition to Central 
Asis, The party, consistiog of Mr. 
Carrathors, Mr. M. P. Price, and Mr. 
J. H, Miller, started in May, 1910, 
from the Siberian lowlands io the 
neighbourhood of Minasinsk, and pass- 
‘ed over the Ssiansk ranges into the 
secluded basin formed by these moun- 
tains and the Tanu-Ola range, and 
drained by the numerous waterbeads of 
the Yenesei river. The whole of the 
Saiansk region between the Yenesei and 
‘Lake Baikal is covered with the most 
impenetrable type of forest, 
called by the Russians “ tai This, 
‘no doubt, has been the hindrance that 

hhas stood in the way of previous 
plorere, and accounts for the poorness 
of the existing maps, the isolation of 
the country, and the seclusion of the 
interesting nomad tribes which inhabit 
the more remote valleys of the upper 
‘Yenesei basin. The management of « 
heavy caravan of twenty-four horses 
‘throagh such a dense and trackless 
forest region was trying work, and 
progress was very slow. Eight miles» 
day was the average speed at the outect. 
The route, which followed the Amil 
tributary of the Tuba river (right 
afflaent of the Yenesei) and crossed the 
Salansk divide by « low pass of 4,524ft., 
led on the Sisti-kem tributary of the 
Bei-kem, the principal source of the 
‘Yenesei, From here s detour was 
made into the unknown country 
towards the north-east. The Chapea 
tribatuary was explored up to its source, 
‘and the Ssisnsk divide was again 
crossed, and was found to reach 
an altitude of 4,750ft., with isolated 
groups of highlands reaching up to 
7,000ft, The Mongolian side of this 
divide is » plateau, whilst the northern 
declivities drop quickly to the low 
Siberian plains. The Azaz and Chebush 
(Chebasb) rivers were then followed 
down to their junction with the 
Kamsara and Bei-kem, and the 
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densely-forested region between this 
river and the Khua-kem was in some 
measare explored, 
THE MONGOLIAN REINDEER. 
‘The whole of the Upper Yenesei 
basin was found to be eparsely ighabited 
by tribes of Uriankhai, a race of 
‘of Finno-Tarter stock of peculiarly 
small statare. A section of this race 
aro “dwellers in the taiga,” or 
reindeer-keepers, whilet the remainder 
live in the more open park-like country 
of larch groves and pasture land. 
The former are most interesting people, 
ving isolated, lonely lives in secluded 
valleys. Their lives are given up to 
bunting and herding their domesticated 
reindeer. Mr. J. H. Miller, who 
investigated the ocourrence and condi. 





tions of the reindeer in these regions, | 


thus describes them 

Few people are aware of the existence 
of reindeer within the boundaries of the 
Chinese Empire, yet they are to be found 
there both in a domesticated and wild 
state, On the tribataries of the Bei-kem, 
‘upper waters of the Yenesei, Uriankhai 
were met with, who rely almost entirely 
‘on their herds of domesticated reindeer 
for their existence.

THE “DZUNGARIAN GATE,”

THE BEDOUIN 
REVOLT. 





(Reuter's Agency.) 
Jerusalem, Dec. 15, 

Nearly the whole country east of the 
Jordan, inhabited for the greater part 
by nomadic tribes of roving Bedouin, 
has revolted sgainst Turkish rale. 
‘Twenty thousand horsemen are resisting 
the Government. 

‘The outbreak made its start on De- 
cember 6 when the Bedouin made s 
sndden attack on the railway station at 
Katraneb, east of Kerak, killed the 
stationmaster snd officials, destroyed 
the line for about six miles, and cat the 
telegraph wires. They afterwards 
stopped the train which was coming 
northward from Medina with pilgrims, 
looting its occupants and plandering all 


Nene seed here later thatthe Be- 
docin had attacked the town of Kerak, 
massacred the Government officials and 
their families, and after pillaging the! 
town stores and Government baildings, 
set the place on fire. 

‘The trouble has undoabtedly arisen in 
consequence of the decision of the Tar-

Bedouin, armed to the teeth, rashed 
and ransacked the Serail or Gor 
ment Konak, massacring all the 
darmes on duty—fifteen to twenty men 
—and their officer, and carried off the 
treasury, which contained not less than 
15,000 Turkish, liras (£13,600) to 
meet the troops’ pay and the projected 
military expedition sgainst the Be- 

in. 

Some of the ssssilants made their 
way to the dwellings of the Government. 
officials and killed the men, women, and 
children, Others broke open the 
Bazaar stores and plandered all the 
contents and their owners. Criers were 
going aboat shouting. ‘ Death to all 
‘excepting the Hebronities and the 
Christians, including Aba Girius (Mr. 
Forder) and his party.” 


KILLED IN HOSPITAL. 


‘The Bedouin marched afterwards to 
the military hospital and killed all the 
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inmates after assassinating the guards, 
‘The Mutessarif met bis death on the 
way to the castle, whither he was flee- 
ing in dieguise. At nightfall the whole 
town was ablaze as the Bedouin set 
fire to all the houses, inclading the 
hospital and Government school. 

The garrison at Kerak consisted of 
‘two battalions a few days before the 
attack, but was reduced to one on the 
day of attack by a well-planned ruse on 
the part of the Bedouins. When the 
were communicated to the 
Sheikhs about the disarmament of the 
Bedonins and the appointment of offi- 
cials to take the census, the Sheikhs in- 
daced the Mutessarif to send out among 
the various tribes detachments of re- 
gulars, accompanied by field guns, to 
convinces the tent-dwellers that the 
Government was determined to carry 
ont its orders, The Sheikbs had come 
to an understanding beforehand that as 
soon as the detachments reached the 
‘encampments and were refresbing them- 
selves they should be assailed at a given 
soal and killed, 


450 KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
(Reuter's Agency.) 
Constantinople, Wed., Deo, 28, 
Telegrams from Damascns report an 
engagement between the 
Tarkish troops and the Druses last 
week, in which the Drasea lost about 
450 killed and wounded. Six hundred 
were captured and the remainder fled, 
pursued by the troops, whose losses 
were eighty-four killed and wounded, 
including seven officers.

They attacked 
their guards with weapons which their 
friends bad managed to smuggle into 
the prison, The warders and soldiers 
fied, bat the captain in charge raised s 
shout, and the gates of the city were 
closed. ‘Thus the escaped prisoners were 
shut up within the city walle. [t has 
not been clearly stated whether any of 
them were re-captared or not, but there 
‘wan mach fighting, snd some of the sol- 
diers were killed. The captain,who raised

LOCAL CONDITIONS. 
With us, the price of food is the sab- 
ject most often ander discussion at the. 
present time. However we msy di 
agree as to the causes, all do agree that 
staph les of food are abnormally 
high in price. Nodonbt this unsatis- 
factory condition is the result of s com- 
bination of many causes, ‘The first, and 
most apparent, is the partial failare of 
all antomn crops, irrespective of the 
natare of the land. In certain restrict- 
ed localities the autumn crops were a 
complete failure owing to total inund 
tion, Another factor, apparent to us 
but not so clear to the ordinary Chinese, 
is the depreciation of the carrency. 
Another item that helps, thoogh not to

then one is found dead on the street. 
Sometimes the lack of food along with 
the cold proves too much for them and 
the stroggle ceases, Last night snow 
fell, and from now on the rigours of 
winter must add greatly to the discom- 
forte of the poor.

ing « revision of commercial treaties, 
in connexion with the new tariff. The

treaty, concluded after tho conclusion | 


of peace, needs no revision. The treaty 
with the United States, that country 
claims, will be effective till Jaly 16, 
1912, and no formal negotiations bave 
been opened regarding its abrogation or 
ravulen, ha the statutory tariff bas 
been already enforced upon Sonth 
American States. there is no necessity 
at present to revise the treaties with 
them, ‘The revision therefore refers only 
to Great Britain, France, Germany and 
ten other Powers. The negotiations 
with those Powers, whose relations 
with Japan are reciprocal or favourable 
to Japan, may be concladed easily, bat 
the negotiations with those Powers, 
whose tariff relations bave been an- 
favourable to Japan, may not be so 
easy, These are Great Britain, France 
and Germany, whose tariffs with Japan 
have been hitherto unilateral, and whose 
trade relations with Japan will be 























affected by the new statutory tariff. It 
is natural that these three Powers 
shoald have been carefally investigating 
the matter, 

To regard to the attitade of the 
Powers on the subject, the negotiations 
with Great Britain bare been proceed- 
ing smoothly snd eatisfactorily in spite 
of adverse romoars. The forthcoming 
it of Mr. Yabe, Customs Inspector, 
to London will expedite their progress.

shan city. Joining with a few hnndred 
other allegedly famished people who had 
been ravaging in the vicinity for more 
than a month, the new arrivals, who 
nombered 600 or 600, began to snatch 
money and rice from the country folks, 
Not a single family escaped free. They 
moved step by step from the outskiri 
Chea Mo and 
fF the town, stealing everything and 
ing every home destitute. They 



















even killed vevers! persons who offered 
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resistance aud wounded others who 
remonstrated. The people fied as in 
times of war. As the invaders became 
bolder, they made captive well-known 
wealthy msn, named Chen Pa-yuen, 
who was aleo ‘the village headmsn or 
Councillor, killed him and divided his 
money and effects amongst themselves. 
Some of bis household were put to 
death by these Jawlese men, bat most 
escaped. The 7th and the 8th instant 
were spent by them in plandering, and 
on the Intter day = party of about 400 
went to seek booty elsembere. They 
came to s bouse occupied by a family 
named Chow, It was neardusk, and they 
demanded » night's lodging, which was 
of course granted. Chow's house, 
consisting of forty-nine roome, was! 
folly occupied. Bat not content with 
making themeelves at home, they drove 
‘away Chow and bis family at the 
point of their kniver, 

‘The people aroond had long been 
incensed against such men, but this 
‘was the climax, The country folks set 
fire to the building, and some tents 
outside it, on the understanding that 
whatever was destroyed by fire woold 
be made good by each person bearing 
‘a share proportionately, which decision 
was come to at a meeting presided over 
by eleven councillors representing as 
many hamlets and villages, It was 
carried ont on the night of the 10th. 
‘The front and back gates were blocked 

with wood satarated with kerosene, 
wich was liberally cast over the baild~ 
ing from every point, and the whole 
building was soon wrapped in flames. 

‘The casualties mnst be at least 200, 
including threo of the local people who. 
were unable elves to escape. 
However, some of those inside mansged 
to escape from the house and the tents. 
‘They joined with others to the number: 
of nearly s thousand and vowed re- 
taliation, Skirmishes took place on 
the 13th and 14th.

thirty-five ip, 1909, fifty, and this year 
sixty-three, 

Tt may interest my audience to hear 
Chat since 1888, when this school was 
reopened, after being closed for one and 
1s half or two years, after Mr. Lanniog’s 
resigaation, we began with thirteen boys, 
‘and although we bave had temporary 
set-back’s from time to time, still the 
numbers have steadily ‘increased, 
and daring this period over 1,000 boys 
have passed through the School. 

At the beginning of the year we made 
a pew venture, at the suggestion of Mz 
Ding, snd a bostel was started, We 
bad often had applications from boys 
who lived inland, but they were pro- 
vented from coming to us as there was 
no lodging-place in connexion with the 
School, and when “old” scholars who 
have gone to employment in other 
places have recommended their school 
to their friends, the great difficulty has 
been the want of s proper boarding- 
house suitable for young fellows coming 
up toShanghai from the country. There- 
fore, Mr. Dzing undertook to start a 
hostel, snd with the help of Mr. Yan be 
has made it a great success. Two 
houses adjoining one another in an 
alleyway on the other side of the road 
were rented, and the place was advor- 
tized, and very soon the available 
accommodation was all taken up, The 
first half year was rather one of ex- 
periment, and things did not ran quite 
‘smoothly, but under the wise direction 
of Mr, Dzing new and better rulos wore 
made for the second term, and everything 

gone well since, Mr. Yan is the 
resident master in charge, and we had 
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He eighteen boys there this term.

We have played four matches, and bi 
won one and lost three, Since a new 
abirt was designed for the club, the boys 
seem to have redoubled their exertions, 
bat they still need a lot of practice, and

FAMINE RELIEF. 


The Central Chios Famine R2 
Committee has received the followi 
letter from Me. Wade D. Borticky 
Pochon, North Anbui, dated Jan- 
nary 9 :— 

Traly one must see it ever to have 
‘© trae conception of the horrors of a 
famine. I thought some weeks ag 
that T bad seen  pitifal thioge, but as 
the days drag along, there are many 
things to see which appeal to the very 
depths of one's pity and sympathy, 
When I see men, who, I know, are 
hard, faitbfal workers, idle now and 

starvation staring them in the face, 
discouragement and despair already 
written there, it is far more than « man 
‘wants to see, The best barrowman that 
Thave ever used is now one of this class, 
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¢ of being a gobd barrow- 
‘and, therefore, he was used by 
many people and made s good living 
till this hard time. 

‘There is some badly needed work on 
some of the roads and bridges near 
hore, and I proposed to attend to some 
of that with a part of the relief money. 
But when I mentioned it, the gentry 
‘and others said that the wege (100 
cash per day, about equal to 
two catties of rice) was not enovgh for 
even food, But now that I 
it, too many men have come and even 
the first day I had totarn off those who 
wanted to work at that price. Among 
the ones at work is » splendid-lookiog 
young man, who has some eighty “ma” 
of land, thus being man that is son- 
sidered a well-to-do farmer. He and 
his wife bad fled from home in pursnit 
of a means of livelihood. They bed 
gotten to where their all was spent and 
were trying to sell their first-born and 
only child, when the man found out that, 
hocould get this work to ds. The child 
is only eight months old. This farmer

Also 
in » letter published in your colamns at 
the beginning of Inst November, when 
Plague bad made its appearance in 
Shanghai in buman cases, I urged the 
necessity of the greatest activity in 
pushing those measares of Plague pre- 
veotion which experience elsewhere bas 
shown to be most effective, namely the 
campaign of destruction of rats and 
especially of rat-rans in dwelling-places 
and other buildings in which people 
may come in contact with the plague- 
infected fles, which is the intermediary 
between the rat and the human victim 
of the disease, 

In your leader the emphasis is laid 
upon methods of quarantine especially 
teamers from the North, Quar- 
is only effective when it can be 
ipossible in 
dealing with an Oriental community 
who are adepts at passive resistance, 
When excitement carries any 
body of people, there is no limit to the 
violence of resistance which may be 
aroused, and short of that resistance, 
by evasion of the barriers attempted to 
be set up, is usually sufficient to nallity 
the benefit obtained by establishing 
barriers to free intercourse of travellers. 
Already, in South Manchuria, the 
page of trains bas been found too 
some to be continued, even with the very 
nesr presence of plague as an incentive 
to its maintenance.

One witness, 
among the farmers and Iabourers ques- 
tioned, stated that he bad seen as 
many as three hundred dead rats ios 
single morniag. Examination of dead 
rats picked up ia the neighbourhood 
showed that they had died of plague ; 
and it was next determined to ascertain 
whether live rats were similarly affected, 
land if so, to what extent, A number 


























were capght in an area near’ Ipswich 
selected at random, and it was foend 
that as many ss five per cent were 
suffering from plague. The significance 
of the figare can be understood when 
it is added that in Bombay, daring one 
of the most. viralent epidemics, the 
proportion of live rats caught aad 
found to be plagne-stricken rarely 
reached six per cent. But these are 
not the only disquieting features 
of what “The Times” correspondent 
calls “these reluctant disclosures.”

H, C. Maller, Assistant Surveyor in 
the I. M. Castoms, was recalled. He 
stated that he visited the wharf abont 
eight or nine days ago and made obser- 
ations from which he made the plan 
produced, showing the present height of 
the wharf. 

Mr, sJones asked leave to re-call Mr. 
Chambers to show that he saw th 
dredgers at tho wharf at tho time tha 
bbe made the sonndings. 

P. A. H. Chambers, Superintendent 
of the Shanghai & Hongkew Whart 
Co., Ld., said that he saw Mr. Hooley 
taking soundings when the dredgers 
wore at the wharf, Witness saw Mr, 
Hooley there when he was negotiating 
aboat the working of the mndboats. 
Butterfield and Swire's dredger was 
slongeide the whart when witness made 
the sounding of 27 feet. 

To cross-examination witness denied 
that he shouted to Mi. Hooley from 

on Saturday “Ob you 
Witness did say, as hie 
carriage passed quite closely to Mr. 
Hooley, and he said it more ont of 
friondabip than anything else, “Ob you 
lovely cripple.” 

This concluded the evidence, and 
counsel addressed the Court. 

Mr. Jones firet dealt with the 
general law on the case gnd then 
lied it to the fects. Dealing 
with the evidence, he aid that 
the gentlemen who ‘bad been called 
for the detence had of course made 
carefal caleolations and had gone into 
the matter in detail in the witness box. 
The main point with regard to the 
timber was the question of whether or 
not the beams were to be considered os 
beams of uniform section or of uniform 
trength, It was only nocessary to 
indicate that this question of the strength 
of the beams wes quite a difficult one 
‘and it could not be correctty determined 
unless one took into consideration all 
the elements dealt with in the text 
books.

Not only did they prepare 
this plan for the wharf, bat they 

prepared plans for transit sheds. 
Counsel understood that defendants 
were in the babit of doing eogineeri 
work generally. It 
themselves oat as having sufficient 
experience and skill to enable them to 
carry ont the design of the wharf, this 
would operate as a warranty that they 
‘were competent to perform the work. 
Plaintiff alleged thet the design was

His Lordebip —The plaintiff lives 
bore aod he knows the sort of work 
these Dock Companies do, and if be 
knows that how can it be said that the 
defendants held themselves out to be 
something different from what they wore 
known to be ?

Supreme Court. 

JUDGEMENT. 

His Lordsbip delivered jadgement as 
follows :— 

I reserved my jadgement in the 
present case, not because of any doubt 
a8 to what it should be, but becanse 
directions bad been given in the motion 
by H. M.'s Minister which do not appear 
to me to be justified, and it is clear to 
the source from which those directions 
emanate that I should express the 
reasons for my conclusions with care ; 
the more so that the point at issue is 
one of general interest to those living 
‘in British Concessions in China. 

‘The questions for the decision of this 
Court have been stated in s special case 
which sets out the material facts. In 
addition, bowever, to these facts, it is 
agreed that the British Concession at 
Chinkisug is held on perpetual lease by the 
British from the Chinese Goverament. 
It is divided into lots which are let by the 
British Government to individuals who 
use the land in sccordance with the 
terms of their leases, The Imperial 
"Maritime Customs, who 
employers of the plaintiff, iy 
whose daty it is to collect and administer 
‘the Customs dues levied by the Chinese 
Government ; the officers engaged in the 
Customs employ are servants of thst 
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Gorernment. The Crown Advocate, 
who sppears for ‘the defendants, and 
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who: etates that he also appears for 
‘H. M.’s Minister, though that officer is 
not a party to the suit, tells the Court 
thatit was on his advice that the 
directions with ‘which’ I unfortunately 
cannot agree, were issued by the 
Minister, and tells that they 
are bastd nj principle which under 
Ties all ‘regalations: covering Britisb 
Conoessions,' and whieh sims at ro- 
strioting the voting powers of any 
corporation or group of persons 
‘associated for’ any common purpose, 
Such » principle is. not only intelligible 
bot, if T may-say #0, in regard to the| 
small size and population of many 
condessions,'sound, Obviously it would 
not be to the: general interest of » 
concetsion that ite Municipal affaire 
should be controlled by a large 
firm, which might ase its voting 
power for its own end. But after al 
what | bave'to consider at present 
whether and to what extent Chin- 
Kiang Regolations have applied that! 
principle. In this particalar case the 
plaintiff is in the employ of the Chinese| 
Imperial Maritime’ Customs, and from 
what has fallen: from Oounsel in the 
case; it is pretty clear that the emall 
Chinkiang community feels oppressed 
by the fact that large proportion of 
ite voters will, if my decision is adverse 
to the defendants, be in the employment 
of # single body. It is dae to the 
Imperial Customs that I shoald say 
that’ there is no suggestion that 
that body wishes to interfere in or 
through its employees to control the 
Manicipal. business in Chinkiang ; but 
however that may be, the ts 
think that the-principle at stake is « 
vital one. 

The right to vote at the election of 
Councillors who control the Mavicipsl 
affaire-of the Settlement inclading the 
levy of votes, is procured by Reg. 4. 
‘There are two classes of votes, which 
may conveniently be called owners’ and 
occupiers’ votes. An owner, whether » 
corporation or ao individual, is entitled 
to one vote in of every 
individual lot of land held by him. 
‘Thus if the British Government divided 
{te concession at Chinkiang into sixty 
lots there will be sixty owners’ votes, 
no more and no less. No attempt is 
made to limit the right of a person, 
whether individual or corporate, in the 
number of owners’ votes be may cast, 
‘but no doubt, the British Government, 
by limiting the number of lots let to 
any ‘person, can if so minded, control 
the number of owners’ votes that can 
be cast by one person. An occupier, 
however, whether an individual or 
a “firm or co-partnery,” to use the 
the Isnguage of the regalation, can 
only cast one vote, whatever be the 
number of buildings occupied by bim. 
So much is common ground. 



































‘upon whether the plaintiff is a member 





of a “firm or co-partaery"” within the 
meaning of Regulation 4, the material 
words of which are, “nor shall any 
firm or eo-partaery be entitled to more 
than one vote in respect of buildings 
cecupied in their joint names.” The 
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premises in question are not oc- 
‘cupied in the joint names of the 
plaintiff and anyone else. The 
Imperial Maritime Customs are not 
‘a firm or « co-partnery. They seem 
to me to be included in the term 
“Government Department,” which is 
used in the Ister Land Regulations, 
such as those of Canton and Hankow. 
Whether the Imperial Maritime Castoms 
was or was not considered at the time 
ithe Chinkiang Land Regulations were 
drawn I do not know, but it is quite 
olear to my mind that the plaintiff is 
not excladed from voting by the provieo 
in Regolation 4. 

The first question submitted is “Ie 
the plaintiff entitled to registration 
‘as an elector withio the meaning of 
Reg. 42 As he is not excluded by 
the proviso of Reg. 4 already dealt 
jth, the only question which remains 
is whether the position 
the payment of rates being made by the 
Castoms, or by the plaintiff. It is now 
‘conceded that the mode of payment is 
immaterial. In constraing the word 
“occupier ” or any other word known 
to English law, I think the following 
canon should be observed. It is based 
on the provision in Art. 89 of the 
Order ia Council that the jurisdiction 
of the Court should be exercised on the 
principles of English law. When an 
expression is used in s statute which 
applies in England, and that statate 
deals with matters cognate to those 
contained in a local enactment, it! 
should be accepted that the expression 
js used ina like sense in both enact- 
ments unless the constraction of the 
local enactment requires otherwise, or 
the mebning assigned to it in inter- 
preting the English statute law is 
disproved by the consideration of local 
ciroumstances. The Chinkisog Li 
Regalations date from 1872, and it is 
contended that the meaning given to 
the word “occapier” by the Statates 
of the Imperial Parliament, which deal 
with the franchise, should be followed. 
This contention, applying the rale I 
have laid down, is I think correct, for 
T cannot find anything to limit’ the 
meaniog of the word ia the Chinkiang 
Land Regulations, nor is there any- 

ing repoznant to local circamstances 
in so construing it. 

It has been urged that the persons 
who control the vote are the I. 
Customs authorities, who at « moment's 
notice can remove the plaintiff aod 
replace him by another employee, It 
ia trae that they can, bat up to the 
time of his removal the premises in 
reepect of which he seek to exercise the 
‘vote are in his occupation for residential 
purposes, He is entitled to a resi fence 
‘as part of the emolaments of his office. 
He may have ahouseallowance and house 
bimeelf, or be may have # house provid- 
‘ed by his employers on which the rates 
‘are paid by them, When press:d, counsel 
for the defendants had to admit that if he 
had an allowance and consequently free- 
dom of choice, he would be entitled to 
‘ote,bat if be was provided with a house he| 
‘submitted that he would not. It seems 
to me that in eitber case the plaintiff 
‘would occupy the house as s residence. 
The further question whether the| 
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‘cocupation of the house can be 
be by his employers within the meaning 
of the Regalation and not by bimselr, 
mast depend apon the purpose for which 
he occupies it. Thongh the cases cited 
by plaintiff's couneel are not conclusive, 
they are snalsgous to the present case, 
and they show the sense in which the 
word occupier was used at the time the 
Chinkiang Regalations were passed. The 
test laid down in the “ Chatham Case " 
(13 L. J., ©. D., p47) and followed 
ever since, notably in Smith v. Lighill 
(L.R., 10 Q. B., p. 432) and in Davies 
», Prosser (1903, 1 Q. B., p. 84) de- 
termines an oocupier's 
The facts in the last case closely re- 
semble the present, and in it Lord 
Alverstone says “The governing test 
is whether or not the cccapier of the 
premises, in respect of which the claim 
is made, is required to cocopy them 
cither by the express terme of bis em- 
ployment or by the natare of bis daties.” 
I think this disposes of the contention 
that the Castome oan be said to oocapy 
the plaintiff's residence #0 as to exclude 
his right to vote. 

I mast refer finally to what I under- 
stand to be the Crown Advocate’s sug- 
tenant at will 

‘as be can be 
replaced by another who immediately on 
entering can vote in respect of the 
premises, the rates having been paid by 
the Customs for the whole year. Grant- 
ing that the rates are so paid, the 
question of oooupation is unaffected. 
Ocenpation may be for» long or short 
time, Tho exercise of the oocupior's 
right to vote depends on his occapation 
for such a time as the law prescribes ; 
such occupation is present or past, never
